THE MISSISSIPPI PLAN. 

HOW IT WAS APPLIED ro A GREENBACK 

ORATOR. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WasuineTon, D. C., Aug. 13.—Gen. Weav- 
er is not the only Greenbacker who has dis- 
covered that the Democratic party South is 
the party of bigotry, intolerance, and oppres- 
sion; that the Southern leaders still connect 
energy with murder, as they did when they 
were slaveholders; still believe that there is 
ho virtue except in violence; and that the 
readiest way to convince a man of his error 
isto put him to death. Gen, Weaver has 
told his story, and now comes a not-less-dis- 
tinguished Greenbacker, Mr. J. H. Randall, 
and tells his. It reads like one of the pages 
from that portion of our history the argn- 
ments of which consist in the hiss of the 
scourge, the bark of the pistol, and the clash 
of the bowie-knife. Mr. Randall has been 
campaigning for the Greenback ticket in Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, along the Alabama 
line. The National View, the National 
Greenback organ, will to-inorrow contain 


„A STARTLING ACCOUNT, 
over his own signature, of extraordinary ex- 
periences. Mr. Randall found that the Dem- 
ocrats everywhere insisted upon dividing 
time, and raising the South side “ bloody 
shirt,” and appealing to Southern prejudices. 
The Democrats finally began to disturb the 
Greenback meetings. At last, at a place 
with the remarkable name of Shubuda, the 
Democrats decided that they could tolerate 
free speech no longer. At the closmg meet- 
ing Randall reports one of the Democrats as 
saying this: The Confederacy still exists, 
my friends, and Jeff Davis, the best friend we 
ever had, is yet our President, and devoted to

HOW SOUTH CAROLINA I8 PREPARING TO 
RETAIN HER, POLITICAL REPRESENTATION. 


Charleston News and Courter has obtained 
returns from the State Census Enumerators, 
as the newspapers in Boston, Chicago, and 
other Northern cities have. These state- 
ments are official, although they will under- 
go a technical revision by the counters at 
Washington. From these returns the vopu- 


lation of South Carolina, it is claimed, has 


increased from 525,789 in 1870, to 909,954 in 
1880. Of this result the News and Courter

This is a clear gain of 184,145, or more than 35 
r cent. In 1870 the population of the remain-

243.476. This will give the State a total ula- 
tion of 953.410 by the new census, or a gain in 
the last ten years of 47.84. Far from losing a 


Congre@sman, South Carolina will retain her 
tive — if the apportionment of each dis- 


trict be raissd as bigh as 170,000, and by the 
present apportionment—I81,420—the State will 
gain at least one member. 

There can be no doubt that for all practical 
purposes the figures are the ones by which 
South Carolina will, as the News-and Courier 
remarks, gain a Representative in Congress 
and an additional Electoral vote. Gen. 
Walker bas no returns in his office more 
trustworthy. The same is true of the re- 
turns presented heretofore. Gen. Walker 
can know if he chooses that these tables are 
as much to be relied on as are the universally 
accepted statements as to the populations of 
New York, Brooklyn, Boston, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, and Washington.

Massachu- 
chusetts, with her 7,800 square miles of territory, 
now supports a population of more than 228 to 
the square mile, which is nearly equal to the 
density of population in Italy, and inferior only 
to Belgium, Great Britain, and Italy, among the 
countries of the globe. It is not to be expected 
that the rapidity of increase will val t of 
the rich agricultural regions of the West, and it 
seems not to have been up to the reported in- 
crease in Virginia, and other declining States of 
the South; but it is a solid and substantial 
growth. 

The increase of population has been very 
largely in the cities, Of the whole number rep- 
resenting the increase 24.518 are additional res- 
idents of the eighteen cities of the State.

A number of proposed constitutional amend- 
ments—abolishing the October election, re- 
ducing official fees, and instituting other re- 
forms—were submitted to the people by a 
vote of two successive Legislatures. Each 
of the amendments received a large majority 
of all the votes cast upon the subject. On 
the same day there happened to occur town- 
ship elections throughout the State, the re- 
turns from which could not be officially 
aggregated because the law does not provide 
for that process, The adoption of the amend- 
ments was contested before the Supreme 
Court in order to restore the October election 
and afford the Democrats an opportunity to 
secure an offset for the expected Republican 
victory in Ohio in the same month. The 
only pretext which a partisan Court could 
find for wérking out this partisan 
purpose was to set up that it had no means 
of ascertaining whether the adopted amend- 
m had received a majority of all the 
votes cast at the township elections on the 
same day. That such a majority was not re- 
quired is evident from the fact that the law 
made no provision for aggregating the town- 
ship votes, and from the other fact that the 
vote on the amendments might have been 
fixed for the day before or the day after the 
township elections, in which event the town- 
ship elections would have had no possible 
bearing upon the adoption or rejection of the 
amendments.” Upon this basis of fact Mr. 
Hendricks made the following insincere ar- 
gument: 

I think the Court was right. Do you not think 
so? Are you willing that our Gonstitution and 
form of State Government shall be changed by 
less than half the people? The Legislature that 
represents all the people — over us any 
law except by a vote of the wmaj)ority of all the 
members elected, Of the 100 members of the 
House full fifty-one, and of the fifty Senators 
full twenty-six, must vote fora law before it can 
govern us.

This 
money has bem divided most unequally, 
and much of it has been squandered most 
shamefully. The recent report of the en- 
gineer in charge river and harbor im- 
provements u filled with the record of these 
appropriations and expenditares. The Con- 
gressional delégations from Michigan, Wis- 
consin, and Minyesota have been most suc- 
cessful in repretenting their States in the 
distribution of the funds. They have got all 
the money they could expend for useful and 
needed purposes and a very large sum for 
the purely ornamental,—the tlake style 
of adornment. Over four millions of dol- 
lars have been obtained first and last from 
Congress for the Fox and Wisconsin River 
improvement,a work which has about as 
much possible utility as would be the con- 
struction of acanal from Salt Lake City to 
the Gulf of California. But what we wish 
to call the attention of the people of Chi- 
cago to especially are the appropriations and 
expenditures for the improvement of the 
great Kanawha’ River in West Virginia. 
Here is the report of what has been done, 
and is to be done, concerning that improve- 
ment: 


The operations on the Kanawha River have 
consisted in securing a constant navigable chan- 
nel seven feet deep throughout the whole length 
of the river to its mouth, at the Ohio River. 
This is being effected by locks and dams. The 
improvement ig looked upon as a t step for- 
ward for that country, as navigation has hither- 
to been entirely suspended or limited to boats of 
very small draft. The amount expended to 
June 30 last, $868,680, has completed two of the 
locks and movable dams, nine and one-eighth 
miles above Charleston Ferry: a lock near Paint 
Creek is nearly completed. e movable dams 
mentioned are of the Chanoine system, and are 
the first built in America. The balance, $273,317, 
available June 30, 1880, will be expended in op- 
erating these dams and compieting others.

The table of the annual exports of Amerl- 
can petroleum during the eighteen yegrs it 
has been an artiele of trade furnishes some 
remarkable figures. When in 1862 it was 
first exported the Custom-House officers in- 
cluded it under the head of unenumerated 
articles, and the returns for that year were 
incomplete. The progress of the trade 
which had previously been unknown has 
been rapid, and the increase in the quantity 
of petroleum has been very great. The 
price has, however, not kept pace with the 
quantity, but the world is all the better for 
the increased comfort and light afforded.

In 1866 the average export value was about 
48 cents per gallon, in 1800 it had fallen to 31 
cents, in 1877 to 20 cents, and in 1879.80 to a 
fraction over eight cents a gallon. At first 
both the erude and refined article was ex- 
ported. but now the refined forms the bulk 
of the exports, The average daily produc- 
tion in June, 1880, was 69,697 barrels of forty 
gallons each. The stock in store on the Ist 
of July was 12,700,914 barrels, which was 
worth at the market price in tanks about 
$15,000,000. The average price obtained for

Assuming the average daily production to 
be 70,000 barrels, the total annual production 
is over 1,000,000,000 gallons. This is all 
crude oll. The export of 435,000,000 gallons 
is nearly all of refined. This quantity of re- 
fined oil, it 18 said, requires 600,000,000 gal- 
lons ef crude oil, and, if these figures be cor- 
rect, considerably more than one-half the re- 
my oil produced is exported, jeaving for 

home consumption something like 300,- 
000,000 gallons. 

The figures of the total production, of de 
amount exported, and the money received 4 
for the exported oil are startling because of 
their immensity. There is no. means of esti- 
mat'ng the total consumption of petroleum, 
or its total value. The trade and commer- 
cial papers to which we are indebted for 
these statements of facts and figures put the

MURDER AND SUICIDE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
EAPOLIS, Aug. 13.~The city was thrown 
ya fever of excitement this merning by the 
report of a terrible double tragedy on Sixteenth 
avenue south. Charles H. Richmond, an ex- 


and has had a series of quarrels, shot ber twice 
with a double-barreled shotgun in n yard of 
the house where they lived and immediately 
after took his own life by pdWwing out his own 
brains with a revolvér. Richmond's wife 
left him on aceetnt of his dissipated 
habits and infidclities, Both had been out 
of the city unt regently, when the wife re- 
turned and made her home with friends. Rich- 
moud retpcrned to Minneapolis on Tuesday last, 
and from that time until Thursday afternoon he 
was engaged in an unsuccessful search for his 
wife, visiting every residence at which she was 
kpown to be in the habit of calling, but not mak- 


an interview with her, in which he made threats 
and displayed a pistol. In this meet- 
ing Richmond stated that he did not 
want to live without his wife, and in 
such an event he certainly would kill himself. 
Last night Richmond borrowed a double-bar- 
reled shotgun from a friend, saying he was 
going hunting. This morning about 1 o’clock,. 


his wife was staying, and very evidentiy laid 
down in the chicken-coop, where he spent the 
night, for his coat and hat, now lying in the 
coop, are covered with bitg of straw, as if he 


had laid down in them. This morning he 
waited from daylight until the family 
had breakfasted, and watched his opportuni- 
ty from his post of. concealment. When 
his wife emerged from the house and passed 
around the woodshed, he fired the first barrel at 
her head, and she sank * the ground. 
— —— the second barrel into poor quiver- 
dy. 

While the smoke was still curling from the 
murderous gun, Richmond placed a revolver to 
his temple and fired. The ball, a No. 32, entered 
the skull, Just back of the temple,and above 
the right ear. Fora moment, only he retained 
au upright position. Leaning against the door 
in his he retained his 
bold gun, and this 
gave the eve-witness the impression that he was 
endeavoring to use the gun ulso on his own per- 
son. His feet ees rom him inafew sec- 
onds, and as he fell his head laid in the doorway 
swimming in blood, which spurted from the 
ghastly hole at every heart pulsation. 

The neighbors soon recovered their presence 
ot mind, and kind hands lifted the bleeding 
form of Mrs. Richmond and carried it into the 
house, where she was laid upon a bed in the 
front bedroom. 

The murdered woman was happily unconscious 
and evidentiy did not suffer. She lingered only 
about forty minutes before she breathed her 
last. The poor woman's body, upon her left side, 
literally from the crown of her head to the sole 
of her feet, is filled with shot. Ten are in the 
left side of her head, one passing completely 
through, three in her neck, and the whole side 
clear to her ankle is pitted with shot-holes. One 
shot went through her foot just above the sole. 
In the boards of the shed against which she fell, 
on a level with her bead, are forty- 
three shot-holes dotting the boards about 
a circle caused by the interruption 
of ber head. Below where the second shot was

THE WAUSAU TRAGEDY.

WAUSAU, Wis., Aug. 11,—The Central Wisconsin, 
of this place, issued the following extra yester- 
day: 


„At half- 5 o'clock this afternoon, Dr. E. 
S. Hogle, a dentist from Stevens Point, was shot 
and instautiy killed by Dr. J. C. Bennett, the 
resident dentist of this city. Dr. Hogle came 
here yesterday, and, with Dr. Russ, bad secured 
rooms over M sen & Co.'s store, and had but 
just prepared himself forthe practice of his 
profession at that place. During the afternoon 
2 the murder Bennett had called upon 

r. Hogie, and, as we are informed, nothing 
transpired at that visit to lead to so terrible an 
occurrence. The facts as we have gleaned them 
are as follows: 

“Shorty before the shooting, Bennett went 
into the Pilot office and to George C. Young’s, 
and asked fora gun; atthe former place he 
said he wanted to kill a dentist." Unable to se- 
cure a weapon at either of these places, he went 
to J. Kelter’s saloon; took his double-barreled 
shot-gun without leave, and walked deliberately 
to Dr. Hogie’s office. In the walk he was met by 
J. A. Jones who, seeing Bennett witb the gun in 
his band, laughingly called out to Drs. Hogle 
and Russ to look out,’ as ‘there was the other 
dentist with a gun.’ Immediately afterward the 
report of the gun was beard, and Dr. Hogle, 
who was then wash his hands in the little 
room off his office, was heard to fall to the floor. 
Mr. Jones rusbed in, saw what bad been done, 
and immediately started after Bennett, who ran 
back to Kolter’s saloon, le e the gun on a table, 
and was immediately thereafter arrested by the 
editor of the Central. When arrested he was 
heard to say, I was going to give myseif up. I 
know I shot him, and I intended to do it.’ 

„Dr. Russ, who was the only one present at 

the shooting, says that Bennett said, as be raised 
the gun to shoot, ‘G—d dn. ＋ Hogle! and 
the only words spoken by Hogie after he was 
shot were, My God!" The charge took effect in 
the left upper part of the bowels, wounding the 
arm in its passage. 
Dr. Hogle was an unmarried man, of 26 years 
of age. Four years ago he located in Stevens 
Point, and had, sy his courtesy, kindness, and 
manly „ made hosts of friends in that 
city, and 47 attention to dis businese had 
built up a fine practice at tbat place and at 
Shawano. He leaves a mother, now living at 
Oconomowoc.

Mr. John Shields gives some interesting par- 
ticulars of the progress of the construction on 
the Thunder Bay & Selkirk Division of the 
| Canada Pacific Railroad, The work undertake 
by Mr. Shields’ company is a stretth of sixty- 
eight miles from Rat Portage to Bagle Lake, 
—— “ISIN Mel,’ und connuete with 
the reell & Ryan contract on the east, and 
the Whitehead section on the west. Mr. Shields’ 
firm are pushing the work as rapidly as circum- 
stances will allow; they have now 1,500 men at 
work, and expect shortly to increase the force 
to 2,000, at which figure it is proposed to keep it 
till the work is finished. Since the Ist of June the 
firm has been paying $1.75 per day, and propor- 
tionately higher rates to skilled workmen. 
Purcell & Ryan have nearly 1,000 men at work 
upon the section, and Mr. og: the Superin- 
tendent who isin cha of the W hiteh con 
tract in behalf of the Government, has some 300 
men and five steam shovels employed. Purcell 
& Kyan’'s section is now completed to Ignace, and 
it is expected that track will be laid by Novem- 
ber to Tache Station, twenty miles or so farther 
on. From this point communication is ible 
by lake and portage transit toghe east end of 

anning & Co.'s contract, and Mr. Shields will 
then be able to forward supplies by way of 
Prince Arthur’s Landing, instead of taking them 
around by ee. as now has to be done. This 
change, itis needless to say, will much improve 
the condition of Mr. Shields company, by reliev- 
ing them of an enormouscharge for freight. They 
have now two steam shovels at work, and next 
seagon expect to have seven. On the Whitehead 
contract rails will be laid this winter,and Mr. 
Shields’ belief is that all the contracts will be 
finished end the road opened within a specified 
time. The country traversed by the road Mr. 
Shields believes to be rich in minerals, but con- 
siders it to be useless for other purposes, as it is 
merely an alternation of rock apd marsh. As 
an evidence of the mineral wealth of the coun- 
try, Mr. Shields mentions that an extensive and 
valuable discovery of coal has just been made 
at the Lake of the Woods. 


A NEW YORK SCHEME, 

New Yorx, Aug. 13.—A company has been 
formed recently for the purposeof building a 
line of railroad from Now York to Albany and 
Schenectady. The Company bas secured in part 
the charters of corporations, but it is an entirely 
new organization, chartered under the name of 
the New York, Boston, Albany & Schenectady 
Railroad Company. The new Company will is- 
sue $9,200,000 stock and $6,000,000 first mortgage- 
bonds, having 1 2 to run, at 6 r cent 
interest. The building of this railroad is the 
rst step in a scheme for the consolidation into 
one company of the New York & New England, 
the Connecticut Western, the Lebanon Springs, 
and the new Company.

THE ARCHES. 

The work on the arches on Wabash avenue 
was being pushed with more alacrity yesterday, 
and the contractors stated that all the frames 
would be up by this evening and ready to be 
decorated. Ali thie gables to the frames were 
being placed. The arch knocked down at the 
corner of Van Buren street will be up again to- 
day and ready for the decorator. Somehow or 
other the man who isto put on the handsome 
trills and fidishes has not yet come to time. He 
seems slow. One of the arches yesterday showed 
some paper in biack and white, bung in festoons, 
but that was nearly all. The Congress street 
arch presented no new aspect. the decorating 


having progressed no farther than on the pre- festoo 


vious day. It is the intention to complete 
the decorations to-day and to-morrow, and to 
have the arches finished by Monday morning if 
possible, but certainly by Monday afterncou.

THE CAMP. 

The planting of‘ the tents loaned by the Gov- 
ernment will be completed to-day. There will 
300 more State tents, nine by twelve feet, ar- 
rived to-day, and with them the vacant ground 
remaining will be filled up. Around the band- 
stand will be placed the hospital tents. The 
sanitary tents will be put up outside of the 
barb-wire fence at convenient places for the 
inhabitants of the tent city. Police tents will 
be put up at the corners of each street and the 
press tents will also be erected to-day or to- 


morrow. The Camp will be completed by to- 
morrow evening. 

There may be some inconvenience occasioned 
in the camp in case of rain. Every tent should 
pore had 2 little ditch dug — 2 
n order carry surplus water, 
or else, in case of rain, they will be inundated. 
A camp without ditches in a rain will not be 
very comfortable. Mr. Peter Button, who has 
had the placing of the tents, says that be has 
found nn inf in arranging 1 to the 
plats furn him, since the size of the tents 
was not taken into consideration, which should 
have been done. W. H. Crawford had ninety, 
men at work, and he insists that they are doing 
their best and expediting matters. The A. D. 
T. Company propose not to be behind band in 
accommodations and enterprise. They will 
have ala tent and a number of messenger- 
boys on ground, and a number of tele- 
phones. Telephones will be at the headquarters 
of all the Commanderies, which will give com- 
munication with ali the hotels and to any part 
of the — * giving the Knights Templars and 
their f a chance to find one another.

THE DECORATIONS. 

Conspicuous among the hundreds of richly- 

decorated buildings that will make the streets 
gay with color is Tas TrisuNne Building. Here 
tis evident that an artist's eye and hand have 
seen at work, and that the most costly materials 
mave been brought into requisition, for in all 
the multitudinous details of the work there can 
be discovered not one line jarring the symmetry 
by its angular abruptness, or one color offend- 
ing the eye with improper contrast, while the 
whole is a smooth, elaborate, and yet classic 
work, from the beauty of whose integrity as a 
whole no component part distracts the atten- 
tion. 
« Tae Trarscyne Building was decorated under 
direction of one of its employés. Both the 
Dearborn and Madison street sides are festooned 
from roof to second floor with evergreens in 
gentle and interiacing curves. The centre- 
piece.of the Dearborn street side is a 
large Maltese cross in black, red, and 
gold, bearing the device of crossed swords, 
surrounded by a Knight’s helmet. From this 
radiate forty shields, each embossed with a 
different Masonic sign and glowing with color.

THE MOUNTED TROOPS. 

The aids of the Chairman of the Triennial 
Committee received peremptory orders yester- 
day to proceed in a body to Edgerton's livery- 
stable on Fourteenth street, near Wabash 
avenue, and rehearse in mounted tactics. 
Agreeably to this, thirty Sir Knights reported 
promptly at 5:30 p. m., and, as the clarion 
shrilled, the mailed barbs were led forth. 

Of course, being an undress rehearsal, the 
barbs were not caparisoned in different manner 
from that of every-day exercise. 

The evolutions employed in mounting were 
various, but in strict accordance with any of the 
following methods, used at will: 

First Method—(1) The barrel being placed in 
position on the left side of the horse, mount the 

arrelin one time and two motions, while the 
orderly holds the horse. (2) Grasp tho 

mmel of the saddie firngy with both 
Randa, fingers spread apart, and lay the 
right leg firmly on the crupper. G.) Bend the 
body horizontally along the horse, .rasp the 
mane firmly between the teeth,and with the 
right hand lift the right leg fron, the crupper 
and slide it over the saddle. (4.) Arrange the 
coat-tails over the saddle, release the mane, and 
take the reins in both hands, lifting the left le 
from the barrel, and give the commanc 
“Whoa!” at the same time. (6.) Insert the feet 
in the stirrups, repeating the command 
“Whoa!” meantime, and incline both legs stiffly 
in form of A, toes turned outward. 

The next is more simple. 

Second Method—(l) Grasp the pommel with 
the left hand, crupper-stirrup in the right, and 
insert left foot in stirrup. .) Lift the body 
briskly across the saddle, use fora moment, 
then throw a somerset on t other side. This 
may be repeated ad libitum. In throwmmg the 
somerset, do not omit the command. Whoa!”’ 

Third Method—This is simple and classic. (1) 
Place two barrels at a distance of four feet 
apart. (2) Mount the left-hand barrel with a 
light spring. G. Place the right foot upon the

TOO MUCH WHISKY. 
MR. GLASS ACCUSES HIMSELF OF MURDER. 

A man who called hinself James Glass, and 
gave his residence as 168 West Madison street, 
walked into the Sheriff's office yesterday morn- 
ing and said he wished to give himself up; 
that he had committed a murder, and 
that his conscience was too much (for 
him. A Triscune reporter found him 
soon after in the jail. 
with black whiskers — 1 with gray; his 
eyes are brown; he is about five feet nine inches 
in bight, and he is well dressed, A few uluutes’ 
conversation with the poor fellow showed that 
he had em bad.“ 

“ You see,“ said he to the reporter, my name 
ain't James Glass, though I'll swear to that 
name; in my family I'm known as Stewart. I 
used to live in London, Can., and about May 
5 or 6°I came here. Well, I'd * to 
do, an’ tI lived around in cheap lodg- 
ing- houses; I got ‘off,’ an’ the Young 
Men's Christian Association stuck me in the 
Washingtonian Home—there was nothing the 
matter with me, you know. They thought there 
was, I suppose. I got out during the races, and 
the last day of them I got ‘off’ again; I hadn't 
more'n a glass of beer, you can bet your life. 

Well. 1 got all right, and I came to the fun- 
niest part of the story. I took rooms at 168 
Madison street. I thought the house was all 
right, and sent my trunks there. I had lived 
about a month there—never heard any- 
thing out of the way—when one night 
there „was a devil of a row. 
r it and there was somebody killed. I 

Med that somebody. Nobody knew it at the 
time though. You can guess what kind of a 
racket it was when the women around, who were 
flying about in their night-clothes, to-day call 
me ‘the hero of the hour.’ 

“I didn’t know anybody had been arrested for 
that murder until last night, when there was the 
d—dst row you ever heard of. From 11 o'clock 
till 3 they tried to shoot me, an’ kept me d 
their bullets all that time. Finally the people on 
the other side of the street whispered to me 
‘Now's your chance; get out,’ and i 
got, determined, you know, to make my escape 
from the city. I jumped ona car and traveted 
some time whenl —— off again., and re- 
ceived a telegram telling me I'd better come to 
the Court, | was wanted there, and here I am.” 

The reporter remarked that the story was a 
very extraordinary one. 

Indeed it is,“ returned Glass, but you know 
I'm the fellow who's going to get all the money 
made by the Knights Templar next week.” The 
reporter lett him with the assurance that, if the 
circus next week panned out well, he (Glass) 
would forward a few sackfuls of ducats to buy 
cigars. During the afternoon the Doctor of the 
jail prescribed for him. 


A DOUBTFUL CASE, 


WAS IT MURDER OR ACCIDENT? 

Quite a flutter of excitement has been stir- 
ring the residents of that usually quiet suburb, 
La Grange, during the past few days, and the 
cause of it was the whispered report that mur- 
der most foul had been committed within the 
limits of the village.

Trask had for assistants in his 
nefarious undertaki several unprincipled 
fellows, upon whom he could at all times rely 
for the purpose of manufacturing testimony, 
making false affidavits, and nating people 
other than themselves, It will be remembered 
that the attachment against Mrs. Wagner's 
goods was sworn out on July 9, upon which oc- 
casion Cook signed the bond and Turner signed 
the affidavit to the effect that Mrs. Wagner was 
about to dispose of ber — The attach- 
ment was placed in the hands of Constable Mc- 
Donough, who seized the goods and secreted 
them. Three or four days thereafter 
Trask appeared before Justice Smull, at 
Austin, and made oath that his name 
was Franklin L. Spencer, and that he was en- 
titled to the property. Trask, on the basis of 
this f character, swore out a replevin writ 
and delivered it to John P. Horr, another Con- 
stable, whose reputation is not as white and 
clear as it might be. Horr, through some mys- 
terious means, found where McDonough had 
stored the goods, and served his replevin. When 
the case came up for trial before Justice Mat- 
son, Mr. Ledderer, for whom Trask claimed to 
have commenced the suit against Mrs. Wagner, 
testified that the lady was not indebted to him, 
and that he knew nothing about the action be- 
gun in bis name until informed by 
Mr. Cameron. Justice Matson quashed 
the attachment, thus ving judgment for 
Mrs. Wagner. The lady, however, was not un- 
til yesterday able to get the slightest clew as to 
where her effects were, and in all probuabilit 
would not bave found them at all but for the ef- 
forts of Mr. C. M. Hardy, who yesterday handed 
the warehouse receipt for them over to Mr. Cam- 
eron, who, accompanied by the rightful owner 
and several interested aah journeyed to the 
warehouse of Henry Horner & Co., on Clinton 
street, between Randolph and ashington, 
where the goods were found and delivered to, 
Mrs. Wagner. Mr. Horner’s receipt shows that 
one C. Millar stored the chattels, but, 
as no one can find out who Millar is, 
he is ‘undoubtediy a myth, invented for 
the occasion to assist Trask and McDonough in 
hiding the goods. Upon the trial ef Trask for 
personating the mysterious and shadowy Spen- 
cer, Horr swore that the person who gave him 
the replevin to serve was a very large man, with 
a florid complexion, and upon his cross-cxami- 
nation he was positive in his description of the 
party who told him his name was Spencer. Not 
seeing his way out of the present difficulties, he 
yesterday caused the arrest of one Peter Stres- 
singer, who he now claims was the party who 
gave him the writ. Stressinger does not by any 
means answer Horr’s description of 
Spencer, being a very small fel- 
low, minus a mustache. Horr 2 
believed to have been in session of the ware- 
house receipt ever since it was issued, although 
he now claims that he found it in Trask’s safe. 

Stressinger’s case was postponed until zo clock 
next Friday, when the matter will be fully aired, 
and Mr. Horr will be allowed an opportunity to 
explain his peculiar way of doing justice in his 
capacity as an officer of the law. Mr. C. M. 
Hardy is Horr's counsel, and prevailed upon bis 
client to give up the receipt by which Mrs. Wag- 
ner secured her property. It is now said that 
the Trask gang shows signs of disintegration, 
and that several of the fellows who have assisted 
Trask are about to turn State’s evidence and 
tell all they know about that enterprising ma- 
nipulator of other people's property.

How far Trask hes carried his thieving opera-

He is in dead earnest, and will leave no stone un- 
turned to puni the guilty persons who have 
acted with Trask in his plundering undertakings.

SHOOTING A WOMAN. 

Only brief mention was made in yesterday's 
paper of a very outrageous and unprovoked 
shooting affray at No. 127 Ewmg street. The 
victim was Mrs. J. O'Brien, who lives in the 
rear rooms of the house, and the assasin was a 
fellow giving the name of George Throff, but 
who is better known: to the police as “Foxy 
Fitz.“ He has always been a wild, ungovern- 
able chnracter, and, though 35 years of age, 
shows no signs of reforming. He served two 
sentences at Joliet, and has probably just come 
trom serving another. It was reported that he 
had died of yellow-fever in the South last year, 
but this was likely the way his relatives stated 
that he Was again in prison. He is known in 
the neighborhood where the shooting occurred, 
a relative of his named James Robinson having 
formerly lived in the same block. He was, how- 
ever, wholly unknown to the O'Brien family. 
At about 7:30 Throff appeared in the street in- 
quiring for hig relative, and whether the boys 
teased him or not is unknown. Certain it is 
that he entered the hallway of O'Brien's house, 
grabbed a small boy up in his arms, and said, 
ou didit.“ The boy blubbered out that he 
— done nothing, and Throff finally put him 

own. 

He then walked in at the door, and surprised 
Mrs. O’Brien while she was clearing the supper- 
table. She screamed with fright, and then 
ordered him out, and he, deliberately pulling a 
revolver, fred one shot at her. The bullet in- 
fiicted a painful thovgh not necessarily danger- 
ous wound over the right eye. Concussion 
ot the brain has ensued, and Mrs. O'Brien will 
be unable to leave her house for some time to 
come. Throff was pursued cut of the house by 
Mr. O’Brien, and in the chase was seen to stop 
twice, and deliberately take aim and snap his 
revolver at his pursuer. Officers Dooley and 
Sullivan saw one of these attempts, and arrest- 
ed Throff. He resisted some, and by the time 
he reached the station be was covered with 
blood, which flowed from several trifling wounds 
caused by the baton. The prisoner was so stub- 
born and ugly yesterday that nothing could be 
gotten out et him. 

Some of the police appear to think that the 
O’Brien family are mistaken in say they do 
not know hit. revolver with which the 
shooting was done is of 22 calibre, and . 
priately named the Tramp's Terror.” e 
cartridges contained in the cylinder show how 
Throff attempted twice to shoot Mr. O’Brien. As 
may be imagined, the affray created a great deal 
of excitemgnt in the neighborhood, and the 
prisoner was followed to the station by hun- 
dreds, who only wanted a leader in order to be-

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It the census-takers in Wisconsin this year 
have had an eye on the political situation, 
they must have been astonished to find such 
a great number of ambitious young gentle- 
men in both the political parties who imag- 
ine they see a first-class Congressman every 
time they look in the glass. The present 
delegation in Congress from Wisconsin is 
much above the average, —all of them serving 
out at least three terms, except Mr. Deuster 
of the Fourth District,—and yet if we look at 
the long list of aspirants for Congressional 
honors, we are constrained to believe that 
the Wisconsin people are determined to add 
to the production of wheat, lumber, cheese, 
and tobacco the raising of statesmen to send 
to Washington, and for other purposes.“ 
A bird’s-eye view of the situation in each of 
the Congressional districts will convince the 
reader that the Badger boys take as deep an 
interest in political affairs as is compatible 
with their other duties, and that they are not 


disposed to let a good office go begging. 


IN THE FIRST DISTRICT 
the Hon. Charles G. Williams, of Rock, has 
just been nominated again for the fifth time. 
This is not onlya high compliment to an 
able and eloquent young man, but it speaks 
well for the patriotism and self-denial of five 
or six other gentlemen who haye been very 
anxious for years to knock dewn the Con- 
gressional persimmon themselves. Among 
the more prominent of these are the Hon. J. 
B. Cassoday, also of Rock, ex-Speaker of 
the Assembly, and a fine lawyer; the 
Honorable J. V. Quarles, of Kenosha, at 
presenta State Senator and popular man; 
R. H. Baker, of Racine, the Chairman of the 
Republican State Central Committee, and 
the candidate for Lieutenant-Governor in 
1873, when the tidal-wave of “Reform ” 
engulfed the whole Republican ticket; ex- 
Senator T. D. Wicks, of Walworth, and the 
Hon. Elihu Enos, of Waukesha,—the latter 
being the Wisconsin member of the National 
Republican Committee.

THE SEVENTH DISTRICT 
is already over, although it raged with una- 
bated fury for six months, and resulted in 
the selection of the Hon. II.

Pound seems to have 
done so well during the two terms he has 
represented his district in Congress that his 
renomination will be made without opposi- 
tion and by acclamation,—a fitting compli- 
ment to one of the most faithful men ever 
sent to W n from the Badger State. 

Here ends first lesson as far as the 
Congressional districts are concerned. An- 
other class of anxious politicians are inter- 
ested personally in the choice of the next 
Uni States Senator to succeed the Hon. 
Angus Cameron, whose term of service ex- 
pires on the 4th of next March. Three can- 
didates are already openly in the field, to- 
wit: Myr. Cameron, Col. E. W. Keyes, and 
the Hon. Philetus Sawyer, and back of them 
stand severa) ambitious dark horses, all very 
willing to serve their country. Mr. Cameron 
was elected over’ Mr. Matt H. Carpenter in 
1875, by a fusion between eighteen bolting 
Republicans ar“ fifty-one Democrats, but has 
acted steadily with the Republicans in Con- 
gress, and refused to be advised either by 
the bolters or the Democrats. 

COL. KEYES 


was a candidate two years ago against Sen- 
ator Howe and Senator Carpenter, and led 
both of them for several ballots, but 8 
failed to secure the coveted prize. He is al- 
ready on the stump for Garfield, but has an 
eye, of course, on securing members of the 
next Legislature who are favorable to him- 
self for Senator. Mr. Sawyer has served ten 
years in Congress, and is reputed to be one 
of the richest men in Wisconsin. He is an 
active politician, and will have the earnest 
support of Senator Howe’s friends. He will 
make it lively for the rest of the boys. 

Thus it will be that the dirty pool of 
lities is not likely to become stagnant in

Chouse the one, and you 
float away into an unknown sea Of paper money 
that shali know no decrease Until you take just 
such a measure as is now proposed to bring us 
back to solid values. Delay the measure, and it 
will cost the country dear. Adopt it now, 
and, with a little depression in business 
and a little stringency in tee money market, the 
worst will be over, and we shall, have reached 
the solid earth. Sooveror later such a measure 
must be adopted. Go on as Youare now going 
on and a tinuncial crisis worse than that of 187 
will bring us to the bottom. I for one am not 
willing that my name shall be linked to the fate 
of u puper currency. 1 believe that any party 
which commits itscif to paper money will gu 
down amid the general disaster, covered wich 
the curses of u ruined people. 

Mr. Speaker, I remember that on the monu- 
ment of Queen Elizabeth, where her glories 
were recited and her honors summed up, among 
the lust and the highest, recorded us the climax 
of her honors, was this--that she had restored 
the money of ber Kingdom to its just vialuc. 
And when this House spall have done its work, 
when it shall have brought back values to their 
proper standard, it will deserve a monument.“

At the opening stopks looked weak and un- 
certain, and ina number of cases further de- 
clines were added to those made the day before. 
But after a little of this hesitation the market 
advanced sharply, and closed with considerable 
rains over opening prices. The cable brought 
news of two large shipments of gold from 
France for New York, aggregating nearly 8. 
000.000. These have been anticipated. Disquiet- 


ing stories about the corn crop begin to make

It is an indication of the New York view of 
the market for futures that for 60-day com- 
mercial bills for last half of September deliy- 
ery only 47844 was offered for prime lots. 

The Liverpool correspondent of the New York 
Daily Commercial Bulletin calculates that En- 
gland will have to export $75,000,000 of gold to 
the United States this fall. 

Statistics of trade at New York show that the 
imports for Julv were larger than the exports. 
The latter were $39,639,328, and the former $4,- 
828,297. Since Jan. 1, this year, New York has 
tmporteed $114,855,527 more than last year, and 
$ 120,216,813 more than in the same part of 1878. 
Merchandise imports so far this yearare greater 
than the exports for the first time in sev- 
eral years. ‘This excess of imports for 
the past seven months was 660,113,022; 
at this time last year the exports were 
$8,506,871 greater, and the year before 88.000. 
086 more. This surplusof imports is due to the 


very heavy entries of foreign goods in March, 


April, and May, and the first half of Junc. These 
were the result of purchases of foreign goods 
in the great spring speculation. Since the mid- 
dle of June the imports have dropped back to 
a natural figure, and if there is not another out- 
burst of speculation there is every reason to be- 
lieve the balance of trade will be in our favor 
this year at least. 

The New York Evening Post thinks the present 
outlook in the foreign exchange market war- 
rants the expectation of a steadily rising volume 
of gold imports from this time forward. 

Chicago shipments of currency to the country 
continue heavy. Gold bas been brought from 
New York by some of the largest makers of ex- 
change. New York exchange was quoted be- 
tween banks at 51.000 1.25 per $1,000 discount. 
Loans were quiet at 05 per cent on call, and 
5@7 per cent on time.

They say that a former President of the 
Board of Trade called $4.00 per bri margin yes- 
terday on a big lot of pork, of which he is short 
to one leading operator. He evidentiy does not 
believe that pork is worth the money, and pro- 
poses to fight it out to the bitter end. 

A prominent house here has received a letter 
dated July l from a gentleman who is travel- 
ing in Eurgpe with a special purpose to ascer- 
tain the crop conditions there. We are per- 
mitted to make the following extracts: 

I uever in my recollection saw a more mag- 
nificent promise than there is in Scotland. If 
secured, [ think that all over the United King- 
dom this yeur we shall have a good average 
quantity of wheat, and, with fine weather, ex- 
cellent quality. The potatoes everywhere in the 
United Kingdom are an excessive crop, and 
magnificent quality—finer than in any year 
since the great potato failure. From 
Franee the reports are of the most favor- 
able character, both as regards quantity and 
quality, 60 far as reaped in the south. In the 
north and west harvest has been delayed by 
rain; but they only want fine weather also to 
secure a good crop, From Hungary (called the 
granary of the world) the most gloomy ac- 
counts are coming (last year they had little or 
nothing to export),—and if secured a large sur- 
plus will be exported to England in the shape of 
flour, and tell severely against American flour. 
Germany and Austria wii, I think, have a fair 
average of wheat, but rye is reported seriously 
short. Russian reports are conflicting. I think 
there is no doubt of serious deficiency, both in 
wheat andrye. Italy and Spain have both a 
good average crop of whvat. .The conclusion I 
draw is, that, with fine weather continuing, Eu- 
rope will require to import leas wheat than last 
year. Much, therefore, — on the actual

„THE MARSH FARM.” 


Pointed Reply of Mr. Marsh to Mr. 
Prime and Mr. Taylor. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
Falnnounx, III., Aug. 11.—I saw in your paper 
of a late date an article on tile-draining, signed 
by Samuel T. K. Prime, in which there are many 
erroneous statements, and I ask the favor of 
you to publish this to show the facts in the case: 


First, it is stated that one mile west of Fair- 
bury, in Livingston 28 III., lies 93 acres of 
land, all in one body his tract has always 
been known as the Marsh farm. and was not 
only Marsh by name but was a marsh by nature. 
In 1876 this property came under the control of 
Mr. John J. Taylor.“ Here follows qu ite a long 
culogy of Mr. Taylor, not necessary to repeat 
here.. Now, it is true that this land bas been 
known as the Marsh farm, the name being takeu 
from the owner. But it is not true that the 
land was ever a marsh or swamp, but itis true 
that the truct always had less marsh or swamp 
land according to its size than the average farms 
of the county, exclusive of that part of the land 
inthe county designated and sold as swamp 
lands. 80 much for a false starting point, 
whieh affects and spolls the whole statement. 

Furtheron Mr. P. says The corn and oats 
growing upon itis the most magnificent that 
can be seen inthe length and breadth of III! 
uois. Now, the crops growing on this land are 
very good, and well cultivated, but are no better 
than they are on some other farms iu the neigu- 
burhodd, and they are growing on this said to 
be all marsh land), nearly all of which is and 
always bas been good dry land, without any re- 
gard to draining. Now, further ou he says: “In 
isté, before this farm was tiled, Mr. Tay lor ath- 
ered 1,500 bushels of corn; in 1877 77, said he, After 
Ihad commenced the use of tile I raised 9,000 
bushels of corn; in 1878 I still kept on with my 
tiling, and that 8 there Was gathered 21.000 
bushels of corn; in 18791 bad not then finished 
my work, but the farm t season produced 
25,500 bushels of corn.“ He estimates the yield 
this yearon 750 acres of 30,000 bushels, which 

yield is only 40 bashels per acre, aud from 
— sent appearances I presume it will yield it.“ 
So will also more than half the corn in the town- 
ship on drained or undrained land. 

Now for the great improvement claimed by 
Mr. Prime and Mr. Taylor: ‘The writer has had 
grown for him by tenants before 1876 30,000 or 
more busheis of corn per year on this farm: he, 
getting oue- third of the crop, has had delivered 
to him as his share from 7,000 to 10,000 bushels 
— ear. Now this was done on land which Mr. 

‘ayior, through Mr. Prime, publishes to the 
world as a natural or swamp, on which he 
(Mr. T.) has spent so much of another man's 
money in draining. Further on in the article it 
is said. The first move Mr. Tayior made in or- 
der to ‘transform this swamp into a productive 
farm was to di an open ditch about six feet 
deep for an outlet,“ ete., again calling the whole 
farm aswamp, as he called it a marsh above, 
and r that it was unproductive, as he 
says he did this to transform this swamp into a 
productive farm. Now, the great falsity of this 
statement is that the farm was not by nature a 
mars or swainp, which produced, he says, only 
1,500 bushels corn in 1676, when he came into 
control of it. Now, it is well known in all this 
part of the county that this farm never was a 
natural marsh or swamp, but 
free from low or wet lands as almost 
any farin of its size; it was simply called the 
Marsh farm after the name of its owner, which 
Mr. P. and Mr. T. attempt to make mean some- 
thing, or else to be witty over. Now, I do not 
wish to detract from real merits of tile-

To the Bditor of The Chicago Tribune, 

HILLspALe, Mich., Aug. 10.—I sat on a box for 
two hours this morning watching a steam thrash- 
ing machine which, like a hungry monster, tore 
the golden sheaves apart and sifted the shining 
kernels of grain into automatic measures. How 
the wheels new! and how terribly earnest the 
perfect machine appeared! Outside, the noisy 
little engine puffed away, imparting its force to 
belts, and wheels, and pulleys. The workmen 
were very busy feeding the maw of this in- 
satiate giutton who could not get food fast 
enough, but often ground his empty teeth in 
silent rage.
